4.  The  alley  to  be  vacated  has  never  been  improved,  and. 

In  fact,  has  rarely  been  opened  to  the  public,*  that  it  has  been  used 
and  maintained  by  your  petitioner  as  part  of  their  business  operation 
for  many  years  last  past;  that  the  alley  sought  to  be  vacated  is  not 
needed  for  ingress  or  egress  or  as  a right-of-way  to  your  petitioner 
or  to  any  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne;  that  it  is  your
